The sp eaker declared that it is 
not the desire of America, to b e

among the nations. 
‘‘We have al­ 
ways and mu st always have foreign 
relations,” he said, and 
reviewed 
the record of the United States in 
its relations with foreign cou ntries.

THE TOO-CONFIDENT ADVISER. 


Many perso ns find bro adcasting their 
particular brand o f adv ice a delightful ex ­ 
perience. 
Fo r o ne reaso n o r ano ther they 
believ e that they are better able to po int 
the way than o thers and that were their 
adv ice heeded far better results wo uld be 
o btained. 
As a matter o f fact, such per­ 
so ns merely gratify their o wn co nceit by 
ho lding such v iew’s because it is no t o ften, 
as a rule, that their adv ice is really w’o rth 
fo llo wing. 
Tho se o f us who are inclined 
to the belief that w^e are in po sitio n, partly 
because o f superio r adv antages and partly 
because o f o ur o wm natural co nceit, to giv e 
such adv ice sho uld first try this adv ice o n 
o urselv es. 
Unless the ex perience is a 
beneficial o ne to us there is no t much 
pro bability that it wo uld be pleasing to 
o thers, y et tho se who are mo st eager to 
giv e adv ice freely do no t alw'ay s take the 
tro uble to satisfy themselv es as to the 
merits o f the adv ice they giv e. 
There is a fundamental rule that ho lds 
in the applicatio n o f adv ice as well as in 
the applicatio n o f many o f life’s lesso ns, 
and that is we must learn befo re we can 
teach. 
We must hav e so mething in o ur 
po ssessio n befo re we can giv e it away . We 
must be certain o f o ur facts befo re we can 
make them autho ritativ e. 
This rule, ho w­ 
ev er, is no t fo llo w^ed in the majo rity o f 
cases and perhaps this failure o n the part 
o f the self-appo inted critic is the co ntro ll­ 
ing reaso n w^hy his gratuitio us adv ice is ig­ 
no red and ev en resented. 
Ho w can any 
o ne ex pect to co nv ert o thers to his v iews 
unless he is prepared no t o nly to v o ice 
them adequately but to impress their sig­ 
nificance and impo rtance upo n listeners? 
Yet there are men to day in all walks o f 
life who , taking it fo r granted that their 
o pinio ns are wo rth so mething, seek to 
impress these o pinio ns upo n perso ns who 
ho ld radically different v iew’s and who 
are no t willing to change these v iews at a 
mo ment’s no tice. 
It may be that bo th 
v iewpo ints are deserv ing o f co nsideratio n, 
y et because they canno t be reco nciled o ne 
to the o ther it is o nly natural that the fact 
o f emphasizing their difference is distress­ 
ing and pro ductiv e o f no go o d. 
The man 
who believ es that his v iew’s are alway s su­ 
perio r to the v iew’s o f o thers is merely a 
narro w’minded indiv idual w’ho insists upo n 
trav elling abo ut 
in circles, 
getting no - 
W’here at all and blo cking his o w’n pro g­ 
ress day by day . 
Yet it is this so rt o f man 
.who , as a rule, is giv en to po uring un- 
Bo licited adv ice into the ears o f all w’ho 
W’ill listen and w’ho resents the implicatio n 
that he do es no t kno w’ w’hat he is talking 
abo ut. 
No o ne can make much pro gress w’ho 
do es no t at least try to keep his mind 
o pen to new’ ideas and new’ v iew’s, 
Co n­ 
stant asso ciatio n wdth o ld way s so o n puts 
us in a rut and by degrees we lo se that 
freshness o f v iew’po int that is so essential 
no t o nly to a man’s intellect but also to his 
v ery character. 
There is no use in ev er­ 
lastingly chasing after ideas that w’e hav e 
already w’o rked bey o nd their limits. There 
is much to be gained 
and 
much to be 
thankful fo r in ho lding to tho se ideas that 
are capable o f furnishing new’ tho ughts 
and fresh v isio ns at ev ery turn o f the 
ro ad, but there is also much to be gained 
by ado pting new’ ideas that practical ex pe­ 
rience sho ws to be w’ell w’o rth w’hile. We 
must, ho w’ev er, hav e so mething else be­ 
sides v isio n that sees thro ugh things; W’ e 
must hav e co urage to see them thro ugh, 
as a recent w’riter declared, and much o f 
Dur resentment to w’ard tho se who seek to 
make us see things their w’ay arises fro m 
the fact that they lack the po w’er no t o nly 
to co nv ert us but also to demo nstrate the 
truth o f their co nv ictio ns. 
A busy man 


has small patience with tho se w’ho simply 
idle their w’ay thro ugh life w’itho ut acco m­ 
plishing any thing that is wo rth hard ef­ 
fo rt. 
The 
self-appo inted 
adv iser 
w’ho 
keeps to his o w’n w’ay o f thinking ho w’­ 
ev er fast the w’o rld mo v es ahead, is at 
best but a shiftless idler o n the ro ad o f 
life. 
He lacks bo th the initiativ e to go 
ahead and the reso lutio n to keep ahead 
o nce he strikes his pace. 
But he do es no t 
lack the nerv e to attempt to adv ise o thers 
who perhaps co uld giv e him better adv ice. 
The idler who is so co nfident o f his o wn 
superio r ability 
do es 
no t believ e that 
o thers might be able to teach him a de­ 
serv ed lesso n. 
He is co nv inced that he 
has no thing mo re to learn and shrinks 
fro m the tho ught that o thers do no t share 
this co nv ictio n.

Cer­ 
tainly if legitimate means can be fo und to 
reach runaway s o f this o rder, they sho uld 
be emplo y ed.

the pro secutio n o f a natio nal scandal. The 
case, altho ugh difficult because o f its co m­ 
plex ities, pro bably w’o uld hav e been w’o n 
if all the testimo ny that sho uld hav e been 
presented had been av ailable.

trial is granted by the appellate co urt, the 
co ntemptuo us absentees will be needed in 
co urt.
